The Effects of Prohibition. 


A report from. America | in- 
timates that, contfary togeneral 
expectation, matrimonial uphap- 
piness has been scoarkedJy  in- 
creased instead of diminished by 
Prohibition. Mr. ‘Albert EL 
Webster, auperintendent’ of 
the Juvenile Protection Associz- 
tion, states that inability to 
obtain alcoholic refreshment has 
resulted in a general surliness, 
which often expresses itself io 
abuse of the family. At any rate, 
this is, to all appearances, the 
state of affairs in Chicago, which 
reports a 233 percent. increase 
in complaints of cruelty to wives 
and children since the country 
went “dry.” A similar kind of 
thing is reportod from Detroit. 
For the tatter of that, no: only 
domestic infelictty. but crimes 
of public violence, despite the 
insugurationof” fying columns ” 
of police in motor cars, appear 
to be prevalent, though it is 
stated that mans classes of 
serious crime have under- 
gone strixing reduction since 
the enactment of “Prohibition. 
The position is curious ia more 
respects then one. On the 
Chicago statisics there isno room 
for doubs that, so far aa that large 
city at least is concerned. there 
has been achsnge for the worse 
in the connection mentioned, but 
perhaps it ispremature,to adopt 
the reason assigned. Are the
